Apollonlus, a

disciples,, among whom was u practic- 
ing physician who lived In Abonotl- 
cbus, n small lowu on the shore of the 
Black aca. Thurc Alexander wus horn 


• of humble parentage aud Imbibed from 
the old doctor all that he Imcl learned 
from Apollontus of medicine and mag- 
ic. Ho was a lad of striking appear- 
ance, tall, hantlaomc. with a Hue head 
of hair, lustruux browti eyes anil a 
voice sweet and limpid. "(?od grunt." 
•wrote Ijiiclan, who knew him, "that 1 
may never meet with such another. 
His coming was wonderful, his dex- 
terity matchless. Ills eagerness for 
knowledge, Ills capacity for learning 
and power of memory were equally 
extraordinary." 


Such was tho well fnvorcd young 


peasant who Biillleil fornb from Ills na- 
tive town In Hcarcli oC fame and for- 
tune. 
Soon he fell In with one Co- 


conmis, a shrewd tipster for the rnccs 
and somewhat of. a juggler. The two 
rogues Joined forces and meandered 
about telling forlniion. 
Arriving at 


Pelln, they found a great number of 
huge, harmless snakes which lived in 
the houHCH. played and slept with the 
children and destroyed poisonous rats. 
Alexander promptly purchased one of 
tbe largest, a veritable monster, so 
tame that It would coll about his body 
and remain In any desired .position. 
Then he made a humnn face for It out 
of linen, pointed It Ingeniously and 
shaped It so that the mouth would 
open and shut b.y an arrangement of 
horsehair, letting the forked tongue 
shoot in and out nt the will ot tho 
master. 
Having no further use for 


Coconims, hi; either administered poi- 
son to him or let him die from Home 
Infection nnd returned with his snnlco 
to his native town. There ho declared 
himself a pruphet and announced that 
the god Acsculiiplim was about to ap- 
pear. The people were credulous, ex- 
citable and .eager for a new divinity. 


When the great day arrived Alexan- 


der pretended to discover hi a puddle 
of water n goose egg which he bad 
placed there after removing the cori- 
tents, substituting a small ombry.o 
snake just born Hint carefully «enllni; 
the shell with wnx. When the multitude 
had gathered'li6'broke the nhell and 
produced the tiny creature, which In 
a few moments grew to be the monster 
from Pel la by the simple process of 
substitution. Thereafter the big snake.' 
believed to be Acsculiiplim, led a busy 
life. He gave Bounces, 'told fortunes In 
Iwrltlng and ovou. spoko freely, -with 
the nid';of the prophet's' vcntrllo'ijulnl 
powers..; Alexander grew rich niid povr: 
ortul.Vkepe'a small arm.v of rctiilneni 
and 'spies, wielded no little Influence 
over tbe'govornmcnt even at Borne ond 
died at a ripe old ng'e In the fullness of 
his renown. What became of the snake 
nobody knows.
